As now seems likely, if the great 
German drive fails, it is at least pos- 
sible’ that, directly or indirectly, ‘the 
Germans will then start a peace drive. 
In such case they probably will en- 
deavor to make such seeming conces- 
sions as to put a premium on pacifist 
agitation for peace in the free coun- 


‘tries of the west against which they 


are fighting. 

To yield to such e@ proposals 
would be fraught with the greatest 
danger to the allies, d especially to 
our. own country in the future. 
Let us never forget that no promise 
Germany makes can be trusted. The 
kultur developed under the’ Hohenzol- 
lerns rests on shameless treachery and 
duplicity no less than upon ruthless 
violence and barbarity. 

For example, there are gtrong indi- 
cations that Germany may be pre- 
pared, if she now fails on the western 
front to abandon all that for which 
she has fought on her western front,’ 
provided that in middle Europe and in 
the east there is no interference with 
her. — 7

pared to give back Alsace and Lor-

A Lettuce Warning. 

i The women of the food conservation 
exhibit, fourth floor, Public Library 
building, ask why lettuce is now omit- 
ted from THe Trisnuns weekly bulle- 
tin of what can be sown or planted in 
the open garden. 

In warm weather head lettuce sown 
directly in the open ground runs frap- 
idiy to seed and forms no heads. It
